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STATE TO BUILD 
6 NEW BRIDGES 
IN THE COUNTY 


The 'Pennsylvania Highway de- 


partment's $2.047,817 bridge build- 
ing program—which Includes six new 
spans io Adams county—was ap- 
proved today by Governor James, 
according to an Associated Press 
news dispatch from Harrisburg. 


Forty-four bridges are scheduled 


to be built in district eight of the 
Highway department, of which Ad- 
ams' county Is a part. The district 
spans will be-erected at a total cost 
of $197.200. 


In addition to the six to be con- 


structed in this county, the number 
of bridges on the program in other 
counties of the district follow: 


Cumberland, seven; Franklin, five;" 


York, eight; Dauphin, two: Junlata, 
six; Lancaster, five; Lebanon, one, 
and Perry, four. 


Employes at the local maintenance 


office of the Highway department 
said today they do not know where 
the bridges are to be placed in the 
county. They said the entire pro- 
gram was drafted in the headquar- 
ters offices in Harrisburg. Instruc- 
tions are expected to be received 
here in a few days. 


Fifty-one 
of the 
proposed 192 


bridges in the state-wide program 
will be Improved as WJ>-A. projects, 
said I. Lament Hughes, Highway 
secretary. The department will fur- 
nish muicKuii iiau equipment, the 
cost of which will be higher than the 
required 20 per cent of the estimated 
expenses, Hughes said.

A section of the hallway in 
the southwestern corner of the court 
house will be converted into a wait- 
Ing room. 


The changes are to be made soon 
The county agent's office, which 


also accommodates three official 
and a secretary, has been moved 
to the old location of the Red Cross 
headquarters. The Red Cross and 
the state nurse and probation of- 
ficers have moved their headquarter: 
to the former arbitration room on 
the south side of the corridor, near 
the west end of the hall. The se- 
ries of changes completely fills the 
first floor with offices. All the rooms 
involved In the changes have been 
re-painted.

Employment, payrolls and total 


working time took-a decided upswing- 
n July over June of this year In the 
York-Adams area, according to sta- 
tistics released by the Federal Re- 
serve bank of Philadelphia. 
This 


upturn was in contrast to a state- 
wide decrease of nearly 3 per cent In 
wage disbursements and total work- 
ng time, though employment over 
the state went up more than 1 per 
cent. 


York-Adams

stood at 10.1 per cent above July, 
1938. 
Employee-hours bad climbed 


10.3 per cent. 
For the whole of 


Pennsylvania the number of factory 
workers was 11 per cent and wage 
disbursements nearly 24 per cent 
larger than a year earlier. 


Average hourly earnings of factory 


workers in Pennsylvania continued 
at 69 cents, but the average number 
of hours worked per week declined 
from 36 to 35, so that weekly earn- 
ings were reduced to $23.87 or about 
the same as the level prevailing in 
May and $2.65 a week above July, 
1938!

23 (AP).—A new world land speed 
record of 368.85 miles per h o u r- 
better than six miles a minute— 
was set today by John R. Cobb, Lon­ 
don fur broker, in his 24-cylinder 
“Railton Red Lion," 
Cobb, who shot, his turtle-shaped 
car over the first lap at the phe­ 
nomenal speed of 370.75 miles per 
hour, struck an average on two runs 
over the measured mile far above 
the previous mark of 357,5 rn.p.h.

NEW DISEASE 
ATTACKS BEANS 


New York (AP)—A new plant dis- 


ease for the United States a sort 
of vegetable spider was announced 
recently In the scientific botanical 
journal 
Phytopathology 


A small hard spot appears on a 


plant and from it radiates m fan- 
shape a netwoik of fthltish threads 
The> spread and spiead over the 
sui faces of leaves stems 
flowers 


and fruits until all are tied to 
gether in a web or mat 


A new name, web blight of beans 


is suggested for the disease because 
it is most destructive to that crop 
Occasionally, the report says web 
blight has killed an entire bean field 
in a few days 
, The report is made by George P 
Weber of the Florida Agricultural 
experiment station 
at Gainesville 


The spider disease first was leport 
ed in a Florida heart field In 1932 
Since then the same spidery growths 
have been found on other plants in 
Texas Louisiana and Alabama 


Other plants attacked Include pine 


seedlings potato tubers cabbage to- 
mato fruits and figs On the figs 
spraying of bordeau\ mixture has 
destroyed the spider-like parasite 
and the report suggests use of this 
spiny on beans

!\/|Y FRIEND Sir Joseph Chrisholm, who is the beloved Chief Justice oi 
IVI 
Nova Scotia, presented me with a delightful little book recently 
called “Shakespeare and the Ordinary Man,” by another noted Nova 
Scotian, Dr, George H. Murphy, who is Professor of Surgery and Clinical 
Surgery at Dalhousie University at Halifax. 
Something like 25 years ago. Dr, Murphy, and others, including a 
group of lawyers, clergymen, doctors, professional men, school teachers, 
shop keepers, miners and farmers, organized a reading club. 
The club 
met at off hours and all sorts of topics and books were discussed. Shake­ 
speare was one of the authors, and in his little book 
which can be read 
happily in a half hour — Dr, Murphy has taken ’The Ordinary Man 
on a brief trip through the plays of the Bard of Avon. 
This book by Dr. Murphy is delightfully written, and can bo read by 
the extra-ordinary man with as much zest and pleasure, as well as profit, 
as by the Ordinary Man whom he seems to take into his confidence. I 
am sure that this helpful, brief book will be the means oi stimulating 
many toward the reading of Shakespeare, for nothing can be more profit­ 
able to any of us, along the literary line, than to read and study, and 
absorb the writings of Shakespeare. He knew, and came in contact with 
every type, sort, and condition of men and women. He looked into their 
secret chambers. 
This reading class, or club, originated in a small Cape Breton mining 
town, and it is interesting to note that one of the best informed Shake- 
s pea re students in the Province, was one of the charter members —■ a coal 
riiincr and labor organizer! 
As a boy I recall many such reading clubs 
l wonder why there are 
not more of them, for they are miniature colleges, truitful of great good 
and intellectual happiness. There were many who smiled when Dr. Wil­ 
liam Lyon Phelps invited Gene Tunney. former Heavyweight Boxing 
Champion, to address his English class at Yale University, but 
it for a fact that Gene Tunney has a fine mind, knows his 
and is a delightful talker on books. 
While no one gave the m atter a 
thought. Gene was studying books and improving his mind, rather than 
wasting his mind and body in bar rooms and among those who could 
only talk of brawn. 
I hope that you, who read this talk, will arrange to give some small 
book to an appreciative one, thus giving him or her the joy and happiness 
that my friend. Sir Joseph Chisholm has thus afforded me.

TODAY IS SIXTH 
ANNIVERSARY 
OF YORK FLOOD 


York, Pa., Aug. 23 (AP).—Today 
is; the sixth anniversary of York 
county’s worst flood. 
The sleepy Codorus creek, flowing 
southward from the Susquehanna, 
looked very different from the rag­ 
ing torrent that left one dead, thou­ 
sands homeless and $3.000.000 dam­ 
age in the summer of 1933. 
Torrential rains began to fall on 
August 21 six years-ago. Creeks rose 
ominously. 
In 
three days, 
11.84 
inches of rain fell. 
Out of the 
usually tranquil Codorus rose a flood 
worse than the deluge of 1884 to 
which oldsters referred with such 
awe. 
On August 24 the rain was over 
and the sun blazed, but York resi­ 
dents found 15 feet of water in some 
city streets. 
The Red Cross set up two large 
relief stations for flood refugees. 
Union Lutheran church became a 
soup kitchen. In the city alone, 750 
homeless families received aid. 
Forecast for York today: Cloudy.
